The width anid depth of the river bed has 
naturally an important effect on the extent und height of the floads, 
Often do the zaminddrs ipod gece that the bed is far too hig, 
Whero the banks are near and the real bed of the river is nob 
excessive in width, the greater portion of the lands between will he 
flooded annually, Where the distance foom bank to bank dg 
considerable, and the river channel runs in a tortuous ecoursy 
through the centre, the action of the floods becomes uncertam. In 
places the Sel4 lanl between the river and the high bank js ont 
naturally inundated when the set of the stream is directly toward 
it. When the course of the river is less favourable, the new fal 
supply of flood water is obtained hy throwing embinkments across, 
the adlake by which such lands are invariably intersect, an 
thereby raising the water level. The deposits of tha Oyiper Ubens 
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are usually very sandy. The saminddrs hive a saying that “it 
taker gold und ives copper, apropos of the difference between 
the land carried away and that thrown a The upper Chenib 
deposits require successive deposits of silt hefore they become. fit 
for cultivation. The inundations of the Chendb appear to be fairly 
regular, Mr. (lust's picture of “ wells, villages and culturable area 
being carried away by a merciless torrent” is an exaggerated and 
unfavourable representation of the Chenab. It does possess 
enormous powers of erosion, but, except under particular cireum- 
stances, it lakes years to cut oway-a village. 

From the point of junction with the Jhelam the breadth 
annually inundated begins to expand, until in the lower portion 
of the Shorkot tahail, near Ahmadpur and Jaldlpur, the river 
‘spreads out almost in fan shape, and its water flows far inland, 
ates islands, belds or bindie as they are called, form more 
requently than to the north, The Dingi beld opposite Ahmadpur 
has already a length of 8 miles, and oxhibits signs of further growth 
tothe south, Tho aspect of the saildh lunds adjoining the river 
is much the same on the lower and upper Chenab. Along the 
bank ts-found-n dense belt ofdark laf (Jhidai or pilohht) jangal, often 
so thick and strong that a horse could with difficulty pass through. 
This is intersected by numerous channels of the river, dry during 
the greater portion of the cold weather, but filling with any slight 
rise in the river. There is but little cultivation, and what there is 
consists of patches of wheat, massar, peas, or pram scattered here 
and there amongst the underwood. The soil is generally good, 
god has but recently accreted. Still its quality varies greatly. 
In one place the accretion has taken place only lately, and more 
silt must bo deposited before tho soil can be termed good. In 
another spot the soil was formed long ago; but it is still little 
better than a sand bank covered with a thin layer of clay, some- 
fumes hardly more than a mere film, and here and there the sand 
itself crops oul. Beyond this strip of jangal and cultivation inter- 
mixedand between it and the bank w ich bounds the inundations, 
come the cultivated londa of the slluvial tract, The soil varies 
from stiff clay to sand, but is generally a good light lomm, easily. 
worked and retentive of motore, alt crops are chiefly grown, 
- uly the higher and lighter soils bemg devoted to the production 
of nu ae Below Shorkot the bank of the Utar is either 
wanting, or éise is situate at some distance from the stream.

— Irrigation works of modern. date in. Jhang compare tut 
unfxvournhly with the Tremaine of those of the met. The only 
canal now at work is ont ‘in Shorkot, called the Wakefleld Wah. 
Its history is apparently (his:—In 1872 Nidmnt [tai dovised a 
scheme for ontting a cwnal from Duddhowdna to Manga Afvliiodn. 
Mr. Wakefield approved of tho plan, and by 1874 a canal sixteen 
miles long had been excavated at their own cost by the zaminddrs 
of the rillages through whieh it pasted. The canal has mot bean 
doing so well during the last few years, This is due partly tos 
elunye in the Chenth stream, brit more #o to Inck of management. 
Annual clearances are effected under the supervision of the Tahsfl- 
dar, hnt propor distribution of the wnfer there is none. Tho 
villages near the head not only tuke more than their almro, 
bat allow the water to run waste ina scandalous manner, There 
are afew other cvts from tho river in vurious villages made to 
nesist nnd guide the flow of the flood water iniand, and they 
aro welcome signa of tho birth of some onterprise among. the 
gmindats. Thess ditches are to be found at Basti Varydin anil 
Jalalpur, Kakkiwala, Ahmadpur, Snoltdn Balin, dq Havelj 
Babédarshéh in Shorket, In Jhang there is one made by the 
Childs ‘of Wiieh Astina, and another started by Mr. Wakefield 
noar dhang that has never flowed since fhe first year, In Chiniot 
there nre abit the ame number. 
_._ Tho old canals.are three, Inthe. Vielunh the remains of an 
old canal of conshlerable size are to be scen, Local tradition enys 
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,. tlint if war a portion of the Raniwih canal that leaves the Thelam 
in the Bhera tabsil of Shdlipur. Nothing: is known as to whiin the 
canal was constructed.» ‘The story gocs that it was the work of a 
rich banker of Bhera, whose danghter was married to a resident of 
one of the Jhung Vichunh villages. The daughter, when sha 
reached her bushand's hoine, complained of the scanty supply of 
water, and her father at once cut the canal to pot on end to her 
trouble, Another version is that the daughter vowed that whe 
would not marry the man to whoin sho was betrothe f 
woul! getto his house by water without putting foot ta the ground + 
so her fathwr forthwith proceeded to excavate this canal. — 
remains of the canal opposite Kadirpur Bakhsha are perhaps 
in the best state of preservation, and show that it was a work of 
some magnitude, anil aligned sate wes above the lovel of 
the country, In the Shorket tahefl the banky of an old cnnal 
thit left the Chenéb a short distance east of Mirak Sidl are 
still recopnizablo, The people have no tradition whatever us te its 
construction, The fact that the Chendh must have been running 
ata very mich higher level than now, and in a very different bed, 
before water could have heen supplied to the canal, is the best 
svilenod of ite antiquity. The head of the canal takes off the old 





bed of the Chendb lying between Mirak Sid] ond Kaéim Bhorwiins 

into which now-a-days the water of the river in highest flood 
hanily penstrates. All vestiges of the canal are lost about a mile 
from thy village of Shorkot. The third canal is that of Uoh, 
constructed by Fokir Gul Imam. It leaves the river Jhelam 
close under Macbhiwal, and taila off into Doh. It ceased to run 
about the end of the 1#th century,-after flowing some sixty years. 
There are also traces to be seen in the Bar of an old canal Nanmainwa, 
concerning which little or nothing is known by the people, ; 


The climate of Thang does not differ from thut of the remainder 
of the southern Pimjab. Mr. Blanford states that during June, 
July and August the highest mean temperature prevailing in any 

rt of India is that of the comparatively minless tract, about 
Mooltan, Montgomery and Dera Ismdil Khdu, The intensely hot 
weather commences shorily after the Ist June. The Bear and 
bér trees Jose ull their leaves in tho burning heat. There ix 
generally a fall of rain by the 15th July. A bot wind blows 
more or jess steadily from the south and south-west during the 

wuth of June, until the advent of the monsoon current is felt, 
and then the winds are very variable, The nights are, if not eval, 
at least comfortahle up to the inst ten days of June, and then day 
and night are both equally intolerable. dhang after general rain 
has 2 most pleasant climate. ‘The thermometer falls, and thore is 
little or pone of that close muggy atmosphers that characterises 
the rain in stations with a large rainfall und muist soil. Calms ure 
rare, If the rain ceases, ns it sometimes does, or if the breaks are 
long, the heat becomes again intense, and hot winds hare been 
experienced in the latter pes of duly. There is always a change 
in August in this part of the Punjab, The nights and mornings 
get cooler. If there is no rain in August and. September, this 
cooling proceeds very gradually, until the cold weather ences 
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and pankita are abandoned about the 10th Ovtober. With rain 
wut the middle of September, the cold weather comes in mitels 
eeeor The cool bright days, the frosty nights, and tho crisp 
reah mornings of the cold weather of the Punjab proper, are to bo 
found at Jbang as elsewhere. October and November are rainless. 
Ditring the last week in December and in Jantiary and February 
tain usually falla By the end of March the weather grows 
Se seeshly warmer, April is hot and dry; May ia hotter and

_ _ _The district is a particularly liealthy one. There ia ordinarily 
hit little fever. Cholera seldom appears, and never badly. The 
drinking water at Jhang, sud genernlly along the banks of the 
Chenih, in excellent. Goitre, however, is prevalent in the 
neighborhood of Chiniot and the tract lying to the north-east of 
thittown Tables Nos. XT, XTA, XTB and XLIV give annual and 
monthly statistics of births and deaths for the district and for its 
towns daring the last five years ; whilo the birth and death-rates

SECTION B.—GEOLOGY, FAUNA AND FLORA. 


Our knowledge of Indian geology is as yet so general in iis 
nature, ani so little has heen dens m the Punjab a the way of 
detailud geological investigation, that it is impossible to discuss 
the local geology of separate districts. But a sketoh of tho 
peslogy of the Province aa a whole has been most kindly furnished 
¥ Mr, Medlicott, Superintendent of the Geological Survey of Indin 
and is publiahod in extenso in tho Provincial volume of the Gazetteer 
series, and also as a soparate pamphlet. And the following 
disoussion, taken from Mr. Steedman's Settlement Heport, is of 
euch an-interesting character that it is inserted here :—

In the Civil Station some very 
fine old jand (Acacia leucophelen) trees ore to be seen. Elsawhore 
the stunted bush is usually the form in which this treo prosents 
itself A jand shrab is always a sure sign of good soil, whether in the 
Hithdér or UVisir, Ti is unusual to find jand scrob in tho Hithadr, 
but there are o few euch tracta in the southern tahsil. Like the 
ulinh, the jand in the Bar prefers o moist lowlying position. 
The jana is usually a bush, but in the more sccstla localities 
it becomes a stnall tree, The poculiarly dense growth of jand 
janga/ in the south-east corner of the Shorkot tahsil has already 
been noticed, Here, though the surface of the soil is covered with 
kallar, the soil itself is good. The kallar has been washed on as 
a foreign substance in suspension and solution by the Ravi food 
virsah ot see Graces from the saline ee of ‘ago nid 
subsequently deposited by evaporation in or on thesoil.
